“A potentially dangerous ciga- 
‘rette lighter has been called to 


issued by Paul V. Jolie, M.D., 
Chief, Division of Accident Pre- 
vention, U.S. Public Health Serv- 
ice. 

“The product is an AIR-FLAM 
| lighter and is known thus far to 
|be purchasable in Washington, 
| D.C. and has been advertised in 
|Chicago, Llinois, for mail order 
sale. 

“The lighter looks like a large 
lipstick or perfume vial. The lid 
comes off easily and the vapor 
\ignites immediately on contact 
|with air with a flame which is 
almost invisible. The hazards in- 
|clude a possibility of a child or 
|an adult accidentally or intention- 
|ally opening the lighter and be- 
|ing burned by the almost invis- 
ible flame or accidentally igniting 
\furniture, clothing or drapes 
|which could lead to a full scale 
fire and serious or fatal burns. 
| “The fuel is advertised by mail 
jorder from Le Mir Products of 
| Van Nuys, Calif. The parts, ac- 
cording to a statement on a pack- 
jage, are imported from West 
| Germany.” 

This department recommends 
steps be taken to inform the pub-
